‘the 18 divisions, 748 were for permit 
| violators, eight were brewery cases, 
‘and 986 miscellaneous cases. There 
were 1175 arrests made and 1351 
prosecutions recommended.

Wages for Negroes in the north are 
100 per cent greater than they are in 
the south. We have just completed a 
survey of labor costs in Massachusetts 
cotton mills, as compared with the 
wages paid in cotton mills of the south, 
and we found that the wages in Massa- 
chusetts are 99.53 per cent higher than 
in the south. This is an average of 22 
trades that manufacture cotton cloth. 

We have been unable to find com- 
parative figures on wages in other in- 
dustries, but general observation re- 
veals that the wages an unskilled 
Negro man can obtain in the south, as 
compared with what he can obtain in 
the north today, are easily double what 
he can obtain in the south. 

Most of the Negroes moving north- 
ward are unskilled, perhaps 85 per cent 
of them. They are going into the steel 
mills, automobile plants, packing houses, 
housing, road building and other enter- 
prises. We found that the average cost 
of 15 staple articles of food in the 
Calumet district, which includes Chi- 
cago, was 24.8 cents cheaper than in 
Ss. CC. -But housing was 
lower in Charleston by 17 per cent. 

It is interesting to note that since 
1910 the center of Negro population 
in the United States has shifted in a 
nertheasterly direction for the first 
time.

The success of the Negroes in the north 
will depend upon their good conduct 
and ability to fit in the industrial equa- 
tion. As far as the Department of 
Labor is concerned, we tell all inquir- 
ers that it is our duty not to help or 
hinder the exodus.

Justice of the Superior Court, denied 
the prayer of two proprietors of com- 
mercial libraries for a _ restraining 
order against the Public Library.

car service as promising. 

J. D, Corbiere, president of the 
. D. Service Garage, described a 
successful garage as “an automobile 
department store, selling, first of ali, 
personal service.” Garage employees 
must be brought to feel a sense of 
personal responsibility for the success 
of the business, he said, and recom- 
mended a system of payment for em- 
ployees, based in part on returns in 
the worker’s department. He con- 
tinued: 

The function of the garage is to re- 
lieve the car owner of all trouble and 
worry with.relation to the operation 
and care of his car, to meet all require- 
ments for service and supplies, and to 
make it unnecessary for the garage cus- 
tomer to look beyond the garage man- 
ager for any character of service. 

In spite of the opportunities offered 
by the business, the speaker said that 
few garages as now managed are sig- 
nally successful. He advised more 
attention to personnel and more pro- 
gressive management, together with 
accurate knowledge of costs. 

C. W. Wallour, of the industries de- 
partment of the Babson organization, 
spoke on “A Good Outlook for the 
Garage Business” at the close of the* 
discussion which followed Mr. Cor- 
biere’s talk. In contrast with the man- 
ufacturing and selling branches of the 
automobile industry, which he be- 
lieves to be overcrowded, Mr. Wallour 
said the number of garages in the 
United States, reported as only 10,000 
in excess of the number of dealers, in- 
dicated advantageous openings for 
garage men. Only garages rendering 
efficient service would be able to stand 
the growing competition in the busi- 
ness, he warned his hearers.

Bussey Process of Extracting Coal By-Products 


To the Editor of The Christian Science 


incidentally you have 

Bussey process. Mr. Bussey has never 
sought publicity, is not seeking it now. 
T am writing this without his knowledge 
because I feel that the readers of The 
Christian Science Monitor are entitled 
to a correction of some of the state- 
ments made and to some plain straight- 
forward information.

cheap bread and nonintoxicating drinks. Chaos and old 
night await the Nation. ‘The Tsar had a big army, but 
he could not: stop a revolution,” says Magnus Johnson. 
“We have hardly any army at all, so what could the 
Government do if there was a world-wide revolution? 
It couldn't do a thing.” Will Magnus wote for a bigger 
army when opportunity comes to him in the Senate? We 
doubt it. The French have a maxim, “To talk of love 
is to make love.” Statesmen who talk glibly about revo- 
lutions which shall attend the defeat of the ‘policies they 
urge come perilously near fomenting such revolutions. 

One of the things which contribute to the spread of 
the revolutionary sentiment, according to the Minnesota 
Senator, is the fact—or alleged fact—that “65 per cent 
of the wealth of the country is in the hands of 2 per cent 
of the population.” Now, among that lucky but repre- 
hensible 2 per cent is the Michigan Senator, Mr. James 
Couzens, who rode into the millionaire class on the early 
models of the Ford flivver. He, too,’ sees revolution 
looming in plain view. “If this Government is. sys- 
tematicaliy to deny to the masses the things that normal 
men require in order t6 be contehted and within reach of 
happiness, then we are going to have a revolution in this 
country, too!” 

“What, for instance?” inquired a refuter, earnestly 
desirous of eliciting some suggestion which might stay 
the rising tide of Bolshevism. “What does a normal man 
need for happiness and content ?”’ 

“Beer, for one thing,” responded the statesman, seem- 
ingly serenely unconscious of an anticlimax remmuscent

The revolutionary senators need to give a little more 
attention to team play.

Congress, On'the other hand, the followers of Couzens 
are not enlisted’to fight for the farmers’ welfare—unless 
it be that of hop-growers. The agricultural states are 
the prohibition states. Only in congested manufacturing 
sections is there serious hostility to the prohibition law. 
It is significant that Senator Couzens makes his home in 
the city which has become the home of hundreds of 
thousands of foreign-born workmen. Their combination 
with the-following of Magnus Johnson is about as prob- 
able as the conibination of the Association Opposed to 
Prohibition with the Anti-Saloon League. 

As one of the plutocratic 2 per cent, Senator Couzens 
wears, or should wear, a silk hat. As one of the prole- 
tarian o8 per cent and a dirt farmer, Senator Johnson 
should wear a wide-brimmed, flapping straw. But what- 
ever his headgear, each statesman is talking through it. 

Revolution is not an American remedy. There was 
a “whisky rebellion” once—as Senator Couzens may 
know, if he does not share his former partner’s scorn for 
history—but it was promptly quelled. Political dissen- 
sion, based on economic issues, not wholly unlike those 
distressing the Northwest today, drove the South into 
rebellion in 1861, but neither South nor North regrets 
that it proved abortive, nor will any in either section 
now question that the differences involved might have 
heen more speedily adjusted without resort to arms. The 
very fact that Magnus Johnson could overthrow an 
established party majority and secure his own election 
by ‘a plurality. of 90,000 votes shows that the existing 
‘political machinery is adequate to assure representation 
in the Government for any considerable body of citizens 
united on a single issue. If they sweep a state or a sec- 
tion without affecting the Nation as a whole, it is merely 
evidence that ‘the issue is local rather than national. If 
revolution—as the somewhat overoratorical senators sug- 
gest—is the remedy, we shall have the northwest in revo- 
lution because wheat prices are low, and the great cities 
in rebellion because intoxicants are prohibited. It took 
three-quarters of a century to implant prohibition in the 
Constitution. _The process was slow, but it was better 
than appeal to-revolutionary methods: It has taken but 
a comparatively few months for the interests which 
Magnus Johnson represents to secure for themselves: a 
very considerable representation in the United States 
Senate. We have not the slightest apprehension that 
they will imperil their future prospects by echoing the 
extravagant and alarmust. utterances of their still-untested 
Senator.

The temptation today is to follow unthinkingly the 
spectacular leader who persuasively and eloquently urges 
the formation, by processes of accretion, of what appears 
in numbers to be a powerful faction, bloc or division of 
one or the other of the recognized political parties, or, 
if cour and successful enough, even a third party, 
whose aim and object it is to dictate the policies and 
define the ambitions of somewhat ‘careless but enthusias- 
tic followers. And yet there has: seldom, if ever, been 
a time in the history of the world,.and particularly of 
the United States, when there was gfeater need of intel- 
ligent individual action than today. It is a day and a 
time requiring calm decision based upon a sane and 
correct view of economic and social conditions. 

It is not always easy, as will be admitted, to sit calmly 
under the study lamp in the home, giving thought to 
our own and our neighbor’s problems, while around the 
corner and within easy ‘hearing some soap-box orator, 
under a flaring gas torch, recounts to a thousand open- 


- mouthed listeners the wfongs inflicted upon society and 


prescribes the remedies therefor. The appeal is strong 
to listen, even theugh one has no thought of heeding. 
But the suggestion, or psychology, or whatever it may 
be called, that creates the adhesive force which induces 
mass action is not always easy to resist. 

No state or country has been spared the experience 
which is unavoidable when passion and prejudice gain 
the ascendancy. The newer states in the western part 
of the American Union have paid more dearly, perhaps, 
for political folly than the states of the east. But all 
have paid in direct proportion to the mistakes they have 
made, and they will’ continue to pay in the same or a 
much more expensive coin: Stabilization of thought is 
needed, It is essential to continued political and economic 
sanity. : 

The need is not that adherence to one or another of 
the existing parties be compelled. That is a matter of 
the least importance, strictly speaking. But it is neces- 
sary that through individual study and thinking, and 
through an individual realization of man's duty to him- 
self and to his neighbor, there be established, not by an 
appeal to passion, but by an appeal to reason, a unanim- 
ity of thought and action. From right decisions there 
can be no successful appeal.

Voters sent expeditionary forces to 
a j) France; no such privileges were 
xi ~... granted to the French colonies 
or protectorates, though they also had sent men to the 
battle front. Why? Being populated chiefly by native 
races, the French dependencies were not self-governing. 
Their men had been conscripted by decree from Paris 
and had been commanded mostly by French officers. 
They could not be called autonomous nations in the 
same sense as Australia, Canada, South Africa, or New 
Zealand. Even the French peace delegates demanded 
similar rights only half-heartedly. 

Since that time a new interest in the colonies has 
arisen in France. “We are a nation of 100,000,000 
souls,” declares Albert Sarraut, the Colonial Minister. 
There have been colonial expositions, such as that held 
in Marseilles in 1920; the newspapers have opened spe- 
cial columns for colonial news and discussions; many 
more books on colonial subjects than usual have been 
published; the weekly and monthly reviews have printed 
numerous articles on related topics; M. Sarraut has not 
only delivered lectures and written a book, but he has 
also visited the American islands still belonging to 
France. Noted generals have traveled in other regions 
and written their impressions. Last summer President 
Millerand made an official tour of Northern Africa. 
New steamship routes to the colonies have been started 
and new sources of raw materials. lacking in France 
have been located. Societies such as the Maritime and 


Colonial League and the Colonial Institute have organ- ° 


ized public-manifestations in Paris. And finally the new 
military legislation provides for the systematic utiliza- 
tion of the colonial man-power as part of the French 
Army. During the World War over 500,000 natives 
were enrolled and sent to France. Of these, 75,542 never 
returned, 

Profiting by the British example, the French authori- 
ties are now endeayoring to train their colonists’in the 
art of self-government. Without either applying French 
laws integrally, they being regarded as unsuited to the 
native character, or rutining the risk of allowing the 
colonies to become too independent, the’ official plan, to 
quote Ie Temps, is to grant to the inhabitants “‘the neces- 
sary liberties which will conduct them prudently. but 
surely on the road to progress.” Education and not 
exploitation is the formula. Making less color distinc- 
tion than any other European race, the French hope to 
teach the natives to love France and feel a part of it, 
just as in the ancient Roman Empire all kinds of men 
could boast, as did St. Paul, that they were Roman 
citizens, “Civis Romanus sum.” . In Tunis the entire 
administrative system has been reorganized within the 
last year, and the Bey is now in France to celebrate the 
new dispensation. 

For the island of Madagascar, a much more primitive 
region, the Governor, Hubert Garbit, has drawn up 
an ambitious project to give the natives a voice in finan- 
cial legislation, Having tried experiments since 1921, 


he is now. ready to apply a definite system, sanctioned by 


the French Government. The old American maxim, 
“No taxation without représentation,”’ is thus to be 
observed even in Madagascar. The natives and the 
European ‘colony are to have an equal number of repre- 
sentatives. Half of the European delegates will be 


chosen by the business interests, the chambers of com- 
merce and agriculture, etc.; the other half by direct vote. 


_ The native spokesmen are to be selected indirectly by 


universal suffrage. Following an old local custom, 
everyone, men, women, and children, will vote. In some 
villages, where such practice has been in vogue for tribal 
matters, even babies~ will cast ballots through their 
mothers, applying the most modern European theories 
about plural voting. In thus adapting native institutions, 
instead of superimposing something unfamiliar worked 
out elsewhere, Governor Garbit is but following the 
usuiai French procedure, It is the same method as that 
recommended for the government of the American 
Indians. 


One reads the announcement: in the news that there

The A Question 
doctors have been quite insistent | f 
in compelling public observance | ” 
of all rules and _ regulations 
which have been made in an 
effort to compel the enforcement 
of so-called health measures. They resent, whenever 
possible, that freedom of individual action in the gov- 
ernment of the body which is more and more being 
claimed. And yet it is shown by published reports that 
in city and state institutions in New York alone, these 
same punctilious doctors are permitting’some 5000 un- 
licensed men and women, many of whom are not even 
citizens of the United States, to experiment upon charity 
patients and those who voluntarily seek aid in hospitals 
condticted at public expense. 

And yet it appears that the irregularity complained 
of by the “regular” doctors who seek these places for 
themselves or for their friends, consists only in the 
failure of these employees‘or attachés to submit them- 
selves to the tests provided for all candidates for mem- 
bership in the state medical organization. The laymen, 
perhaps, should not attempt to discuss or explain this 
so-called licensing process. But it is a patent fact that 
the requirements for membership are dictated by the 
medical men who for the moment are on “the inside,” 
and thus in a strategic position. It is they who decide, 
if the decision is left to them, whether or not a candi- 
date meets the qualifications which they have prescribed. 

Thus it might seem that, so far as the public is con- 
cerned, it matters little to those who, from choice or from 
necessity, submit themselves to the tender mercies of the 
medical experimenters, whether or not those so-called 
experts have complied with the rules and regulations for 
the moment set up as-the measure of acceptability or 
competency by a dominating faction, class, or school of 
medicine. It is a matter of common knowledge that the 
systems and practices approved by state and city medi- 
cal boards a quarter of a century ago would not be 
defended today as representing the sum of human knowl- 
edge attained by those foremost in the profession. And 
yet by what method is it ascertained that those holding 
themselves out as “regulars” have kept themselves in- 
formed regarding what' are believed by their brethren 
to be vital reforms in the manner of diagnosis and 
treatment ? , 

It might be agreed, if agreement among those of 
differing views were possible, that, except for the upset- 
ting of plans for the division of emoluments, it really 
matters little to anyone, and least of all to the public, 
whether or not those holding themselves out as medical 
practitioners conform to the regulations prescribed by 
some certain state or city board of doctors. Those who 
submit themselves to experimental treatment have no 
assurance that the dominant school represents a system 
any sounder or better than that defended by’ the “irregu- 
lars.” If it is only a question of asserted regularity, 
the inclination will be to permit those who are disputing 
that question to settle it among themselves.

she said: “If you had to pay the farm wife a salary 
based on her actual worth, she could command at least 
$3800 a year, as seamstress, laundress, cook, nurse, 
assistant hired man, general manager and several other 
tasks.” Undoubtedly the farmer would like to have his 
own minimum salary stated and might also add that he 
would appreciate someone explaining how both could 
collect. . 
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The transmission of pictures by wireless, the possi- 
bility of “hopping’’ across the United States in an air- 
plane in one day, and various other equally astounding, 
feats resulting from mechanical and inventive develop- 
ments, make it easy to listen to the Australian .inventor 
who claims to have a toothless, wear-proof, heat-proof 
gear that will transform power at a reduced ratio of 
185,000 to 1.

How deep is the difference in viewpoint, amounting often 
to antagonism, which separates those living in republics below 
the Rio Grande from their northern neighbor, Americans find 
it hard to jaidge. Occasionally they are made disconcertingly 
aware of it in their travels. But now at last the United States 
has a worthy defender and champion in South America, a man 
not only sympathetic, but able to make his opinion heard. 
From charges of imperialism, materialism and barbarism leveled 
against the United States, Enrique Gil, Argentine lawyer, takes 
issue. Americans, he asserts, are idealists, 

Not long ago in a speech in Buenos Aires, Sefior Gil said: 

‘In making a profession of faith of my affection and admtira- 
tion for the United States, I can but recall the change that has 
taken place in my ideas and feelings, and the aversion that [ 


_ felt for that Nation in the years of my childhood, when I armed 


my brothers in a martial legion, which, turbulent and audacious, 
hurled its attacks against the furniture of our house, which sym- 
bolized the power of the Colossus of the North, the imperialistic 
and dangerous country. . . . Today I am convinced, having 
seen the beginning and end of that American expedition that 
went to uphold the dominion of principle in Europe—the most 
quixotic adventure contemplated by man for many centuries— 
that this Nation is a Nation of romanticists and dreamers.” 
> > > 

This is the change of heart which Sefior Gil revealed to his 
Argentine audience. His subsequent defense sheds interesting 
though sometimes indirect light on the attitude to Americans 
in his Nation. He admitted an antagonism to the United 
States was frequently found in Latin America, cited quotations 
like those introducing this article as manifestations of it, and 
attributed them to ignorance. Latin Americans, he said, went 
to New York—“the least American of the cities in America ’— 
where their limited knowledge of English generally confined 
their American experience to colonies of their own race, or to 
the city’s sumptuous motion picture houses. Others got curious 
views from the gilded international life of hotels. 

The idealistic side of America they never saw, of whose 
existence there was no better proof than the appearance of 
Woodrow Wilson, “the exponent of a new creed; the eloquent 
interpreter of the loftiest aspirations of modern peoples; the 
poet of disquietude and anxieties that have stirred the human 
soul; a man already set apart by history.” 

Dr. Enrique Gil is a graduate of Wisconsin University, and 
of the University of Pennsylvania; he was later a student of 
international law at Columbia University, and afterward lec- 
tured at the Columbia. Law School on Spanish-American. civil 
law. He has passed a decade in the United States, is a derp 
student of Pan-American affairs, and, as Lord Bryce did in 
Great Britain, is now interpreting American customs in the 


’ Argentine.

Americans, he carefully explains, are not “exotic, extrava- ° 
gant, and least of all incomprehensible.” It is the equality of 
husband and wife in an American family which is at the bottom 
ot much of what is difficult for Latin Americans to understand 
in its civilization, he says, and this is based on the “very peculiar 
situation’ of woman in the United States, springing from her 
carly freedom from restraints and inhibitions, and her economic 
independence. 

Forced on the defensive by charges of Latin Americans 
that may come as a shock to some complacent citizens of the 
United States, that their culture is superior to North America’s, 
and that the latter land is “intellectually in its swaddling 
clothes,”’ Sefior Gil cites Emerson, Poe, Henry James, besides 
Woodrow Wilson, in refutation, adding that South America 
bases its judgments on European standards of culture, “a showy 
garb that we borrowed from Europe . .. in which we are 
strutting with an air of superiority,” while that of the United 
States is indigenous, “a new stage in human progress.” 

Many have asked Sefior Gil if the American girl’s training 
does not cause her to lose her “charm.” The basis, he says, for 
judging this curious quality is quite distinct in the two nations. 
In the one, femininity is stressed—prettiness, rather than per- 
sonality; in the other (the United States) character, he thinks, 
is what counts. There follows this striking opinion: 

“In this respect, as in much that is characteristic of our 
country and the United States, I find there is no antagonism, 
but that we represent the culmination of types that differ in 
race and environment, each with its virtues and defects, and 
each capable of improvement, which must come from a better 
understanding between the peoples. I believe, frankly, that it 
would be as absurd for the Argentine woman today to adopt 
the American woman’s manner of life, without having the 
preparation that the latter unquestionably has, as it would be 
for the American woman to follow in the footsteps of our 
women.”

Sefior Gil takes up, one by one, common Argentine criti- 
cisms of Americans, and explains away each seeming fault. 
Americans might do well to study those charges made against 
them, and their sympathetic interpretation, to see if, after all. 
they are not getting more than justice from their friend. It is 
true that Americans are “ingenious,” Sefior Gil declares, but this 
trait is a “luxury,” reserved for the strong. Americans, he 
admits, lack a “sense of the ridiculous” from an*Argentine view- 
point, but this is only to the extent that they are not afraid to 
cut across European conventionalities. They have humor beyond 
most other races, he says, and an invigorating fun, that is by- 
product of their racial health and strength. Business immor- 
ality, he declares, is only found among those upstart American 
exporters who have been rife recently because of the Nation's 
late entry into foreign trade. 

To all attacks upon the nation/ where he lived so long, 
Sefior Gil makes a cogent and intelligent defense. “I make 
profession of respect for it,’’ he says, “because it has sent me 
back to my own people more Argentine than when I left my 
country for the first time, with a better and clearer perspective 
of the destiny and grandeur that await us, and of the great vir- 
tues that lie still in our youthful nation. 

“From the philosophy of that people I have been able to 
obtain peace of spirit and equanimity .. . from its wholesome 
joy of living I have drawn an invincible optimism in respect of 
men and things; from its generosity and hospitality of spirit, 1 
have learned that they are the virtues of the strong. 

“Such is the harvest,” he concludes, “that I have gathered 
in the years spent there."") What American will not be glad at 
his discovery of the inner lite of the United States, and join 
with him in adding, “It is because of it that I sincerely desire 
a real and effective understanding between these two peoples”? 
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
